Regional-Wage Stabilization Board 
has agreed to regard wage rates up 
to 65 cents an hour as “approvable 
minimum rates” in price relief and 
government cost cases and effec- 
tive at once, will approve all ap- 
plications for increases up to this 
rate. 

Action of the regional board,

BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 14.—(7) | 
Col. Juan Peron in an interview | 


in El Laborista Thursday denied 
charges made in the United States 
blue book that he conspired to aid 
the Nazis, and asserted the 
charges were part of a “well de- 
veloped. foreign espionage plan 
by Spruille Braden, former VU. S. 
ambassador to Argentina. 

The newspaper, official organ of 


the Labor party, from which | 


Peron is drawing his greatest 
strength in the Feb. 24 presiden- 
tial elections, quoted him as say- 
ing that the blue book “reveals 
the extraordinary imagination of 
its authors and a disturbing lack 
of proofs.” 

Peron said the charges were 
“part of the well known Braden 
plan which disturbs not only the 
good relations between the two 
ountries, but also the tranquillity 
2 the American republics which 
see their dignity and sovereignty 
threatened by untimely inter- 
ference.” 

Braden now is assistant secre- 
tary of state in charge of Latin- 
American affairs. 

Peron said the Braden plan was 
= “well-developed foreign espion- 
age practiced in prejudice to the 
sovereignty of all American re- 
publics, and has a great resem- 
blance to the justly criticized Nazi 
espionage.” 

Other Argentine military gov- 


ernment leaders denied the blue| 


book charges in paid newspaper 
advertisements. 


Newspapers opposing the mili-| 


tary government and Peron con- 
tinued to praise the blue book in 
editorials, 

La Nacion commented that the 
aceusations contained in the docu- 
ment explained that for several 
years between the people and the 
government “there existed a clear 
line of separation.” La Prensa 
said it was significant that the 
blue book showed that a great 
majority of the Argentine people 
despite the actions of the military 
government “refused to abdicate 
the traditional principles of lib- 
erty.”

MIAMI BEACH, Fla., Feb. 14. 
(*),—Winston Churchill began the 
first of a series of sittings for a 
portrait Thursday at the invita- 
tion of President Truman, who 
wrote the former British prime 
minister that it was the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's wish that paint- 
ings of each of the “Big Three” 
hang side by side in the capitol 
at Washington. 

Douglas Chandor, the artist, did 
a portrait of Mr. Roosevelt before 
he died, and also has done one of 
Joseph Stalin. 

Churchill had lunch Thursday 
with Allen P. Green, Mexico, Mo.., 
manufacturer, who will be host to 
the British Conservative party 
leader and President Truman on 
March 5 after they receive hon- 
orary doctor of laws degrees at 
Westminster College in nearby 
Fulton, Mo. Also at the luncheon 
were Mrs. Green, Mrs. Churchill, 
Mrs. Sarah Oliver Churchill and 
Col. Frank Clarke, the Churchills’ 
host. 

Sir Samuel Hoare, who was a 
member of Churchill’s cabinet, is 
expected in Miami within the 
next few days and probably will 
meet with Churchill while here, 
it was announced.

‘tial unit citation, and was pro- 
_moted to lieutenant colonel. 
| Politically and _ professionally, 
| Marvin followed in the footsteps 
of his prominent father, the late 
'Pat Griffin, of Bainbridge. Mar- 
vin served as a page in the house 
of representatives during the time 
his father led the fight to put 
Georgia’s highway building pro- 
gram on a pay-as-you-go basis. In 
1935, Marvin succeeded his father 
as representative of Decatur coun- 
ty. He served as executive secre- 
tary to Gov.

He is 
vice president of the Georgia 
Press Association. 

Although he is making no an- 
nouncement himself, Griffin said 
he believes the people want a 
gubernatorial candidate who will 
pledge himself to a state merit 
system and home rule.

Enrollment Soars 
At Negro Colleges 


' Records from the office of reg- 
istrar John P. Whittaker reveal 
that enrollment figures at Atlanta 
_University and Morehouse College 
| took a decided jump at midsemes- 
ter registration. 

From an enrollment of 418 stu- 
dents during the first semester at 
Morehouse, the figure has soared 
approximately 25 per cent to a 
total of 489, the record peak reg- 
istratio during prewar years, 
while dt Atlanta University there 
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has been an increase of approx- 
imately 33 per cent over the first 
semester enrollment. 

To aid in housing the large over- 
flow of Negro students, two new 
buildings have been erected and 
another is in the process of being 
completed.

MANCHESTER, Ga., Feb. 


14.—Erection of a four-room house be- 


gun after breakfast and completed by sundown would seem to be 
a good—and immediate—answer to any housing shortage, especially 
if the feat were duplicated in considerable numbers. 


This house-in-a-day feat was ac- 
complished, or nearly so, here in 
Manchester this week, when an 
ex-GI, Thomas E. Thompson, found 
himself with a home on a lot 


where none had been 
before. 

Early Monday the first com- 
pletely prefabricated house to be 
built in Georgia was started here, 
and by nightfall the house was 
practically finished. 

E. W. Schultz, project manager 
of the. Tovell Construction Com- 
pany, of Greenville, Ga., which 
“manufactured” the house, ex- 
plained that the house itself could 
have been finished entirely in one 
working day, if enough experl- 
enced labor had been available. 

Is ‘prefabrication the answer to 
Georgia’s housing shortage? 
Schultz thinks it may be. He says: 

“Our company alone is prepared 
to turn out 15 or 20 prefabricated 
houses a day. If municipal author 
ities in cities where housing 1s 
scarce will give us the orders, we 
can give them the houses.” 

The model house, built here for | 
Thompson, an employe of the 
Bank of Manchester, and his wife, 
is a white frame cottage with a 
living room, two bedrooms, a 
kitchen and a bath. It measures 
24 by 24 feet.

By the 
end of the day, he said, the owner 
can put his key in his pocket. 

Last year the Tovell Construc- 
tion Company, a branch of a Bal- 
timore Company, established a 
year and a half ago, built 700 pre. 
fabricated barracks which were

Schultz does- not believe that 
prefabricated houses will replace 
the established type entirely, but 
he does think the time is coming 
when all homes in the lower-price 
range will be prefabricated. 

In fact, he predicted, the young 
married couple of the future prob- 
ably will decide on the model of 
their house—Tovell or otherwise 
—just as they decide on a Chevro 
let or Ford, and “at the same time 
they decide on the number of chil 
dren they'll have.”

No Gestapo, No Discrimination 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill is out of the country. Today’s 
column is by the editor of The Raleigh News and Observer 1nd is 
reprinted from that paper.) 


Twice in recent years have visionaries, sectionalists and bitter 
partisans joined forces to force inept legislation that would dig up 
more snakes than it would kill. 

The first was the attempt to transfer the enforcement of crim- 
inal law from the individual states to the federal government at 
Washington 

Without a federal act, lynchings have decreased to the van- 
ishing point. Birmingham is much opposed to lynching as 
Boston. and New Bern as antagonistic to the savagery as New York. 
Indeed, jealous of their reputation, the southern people of both races 
have left no stone unturned to wipe out the shame. Unfortunately, 
now and then some raucous voice of partial excuse for the lynching 
of a brute in human form has been falsely paraded as the senti- 
ment of that community. Though there is no difference in the 
attitude of good people in the north and south as to lynching, good 
southern people, because most lynchings have occurred in the south, 
are more hostile to it than those in other sections. 

FEPC Unmindful of the teaching of history in the matter of 

lynching—proof that no federal legislation is needed— 
because of some discrimination in employment, some theorists joined 
hands with politicians to put on the federal statute books wrat 
they called a Fair En:ployment Practice Act that would prevent 
any discrimination by employers because of race, religion or place 
of birth of their employes .. 

The remedy of FEPC was 


as 


regarded by most southerners and 
many others as not a remedy for discrimination, but as being as 
inept and unworkable as the old anti-lynching measure. Because 
of this, and because some of the supporters did not hesitate to say 
the act was a big stick directed at the south, the southern senators 
felt justified in resorting to a filibuster to prevent its passage. 
Under the act, so able senators asserted, there was opportunity for 
a Gestapo, and the punishment of men charged with violation of 
its un-American provisions, without the right of trial by jury. 


There is deep-seated opposition .to the filibuster 
Resentment and the inability of ‘the majority to promptly put 
their wishes into law. The opponents of the measure were em- 
barrassed by this feeling of majority rule. Their answer was that 
the senate is the only forum where the fullest and freest debate is 
permitted, with no cloture or other rules to prevent the conmsidera- 
tion deemed wise when a measure of a new and drastic character 
is being pressed for action. Long ago, the senate elected to con- 
tinue to debate as long as members desired to be heard. This does 
not always operate to the public good. It has serious disadvantages 
and sometimes has resulted in denial of legislation needed for the 
common good of the whole country, as when a few men in the 
senate defeated the much-needed Merchant Marine bill before 
World War I, and “the willful men” prevented the arming of Mer- 
chant Marines to protect American ships on the high seas. On 
the other hand, the Jack of cloture has prevented a bare majority 
from hastily rushing through legislation which had not the ap- 
proval of the American people. The good and the bad are both 
present in the absence of the right of a majority within a few days 
under rules like the house to cut off debate and pass measures. 
Even so, the senate in all its history has denied cutting off debate 
unless two-thirds of the members vote for cloture. In the present 
instance, the advocates of the bill lacked only a few votes to invoke 
cloture. They would have succeeded if all who professed to favor 
the FEPC bill were more for it than their opponents to cloture. 

It is well known that some who protested loudest for the bill 
were only giving it lip service and were glad to see the measure 
sidetracked. The southern senators have come in for severe crit- 
cism, but at least they fought in the open and stood up to be counted 
and did not look both ways, as a few northern senators are be- 
lieved to have done. 

The FEPC bill is dead. It died because it ran afoul of the right 
of the individual and the individual state and had so many open- 
ings that would have been contrary to American methods of free- 
dom and hate of Gestapo practices. But the purposes of the sincere 
advocates of the measure have not been affected by the disposition 
of the bill. All the southern senators declared—and most of them 
with perfect sincerity—that they stood as firmly against injustice 
and discrimination on account of religion or race as any of its 
advocates. All people, north and south, should carry out of their 
own free will policies of justice and fairness, without any of the 
discrimination that shames Americans. 

The south put an end to lynching’ without federal legislation. 

The south must be free from unfair discrimination without fed- 
eral legislation. 

Fair employment and fair all 
people, all creeds, all nationalities and all races.

‘Winds Message 
Of Little Importance 


W ASHINGTON.—After spending 
ploring the mystery of the disputed Tokyo “winds

Ingersoll’s testimony is to put the investi- 
gating committee in a rather bad light. It has spent weeks inquiring 
into a subject which, it is now made to appear, had no important 
relationship to the matter at all. .

HUNGER 


by THOMAS L. STOKES 


Victor Hugo once built 1 novel embracing the 
whole problem of society about a loaf of bread. 

A conversation at a recent London meeting of 
representatives of our country, Great Britain, 
Canada and the liberated nations of Europe to 
consider the European food problem indicates 
that the simple loaf of bread still may have much 
to do with society and its future in Europe. 

The Belgian representative spoke up to say that . 
if his country’s allocation of wheat could be raised 
from 100,000 tons a month to 110,000 tons, bread 
could be taken off the ration list. Nothing that 
could happen, he declared, would give such a 
psychological lift to his people as to remove bread 
from the ration list. The same would be true else- 
where in Europe. 

Such a small thing. Yet how powerful in its 
effect! Just to be able to walk into a store, as we 
do here, and buy a loaf of bread without standing 
in line for the daily ration. And only a small thing 
necessary to accomplish it—10,000 more tons of 
wheat a month, 


Chaos—The Alternative 


This puts in elementary terms the problem of 
feeding Europe this winter for which the United 
States has assumed a major responsibility. It won't 
take much, just a negligible percentage of our vast 
total of food, properly distributed here and there. 


It may save Europe from hunger and starvation, 
and their natural results—disorder, revolution, 
communism. 

If it does, it would save us many political head- 
aches, now and in the future. A desperate Europe 
would complicate our own problem—for obvious 
reasons, 

Because of complicating factors, it is going to 
take efficient organization to do this job of feeding 
Europe. Such organization does not exist here now. 


It is well that President Truman is acting quick- 
ly to eliminate the confusion and friction and the 
lack of a well co-ordinated program. This is the 
first essential. 


Some of the complicating factors were in trans- 
pertation. There was a shortage of boats for Euro- 
pean shipments because of the redeployment to 
the Pacific and the long haul there. There is con- 
gestion in internal traffic in this country for the 
same reason. Refrigerator cars wait from time to 
time, for troop trains, for example. There is, of 
course, a serious transportation problem in Eu- 
rope, with destruction of railroads and bridges 
and the clogging up of canals. There is also a 
deficiency in port facilities. 

Here at home there is a complicated political 
factor in a noisy minority which is protesting the 
sending of food to Europe. This is revealed in 
letters to the Agriculture Department. 

The noisy minority is a well-fed minority. In 
fact, we are all well fed. This year, despite short- 
ages, per capita food consumption still was three 
per cent above the average for the prewar years 
1935-1939, inclusive. Last year it was 10 per cent 
higher. This is because people who couldn't afford 
so much food before now have money to buy it. 
That included workers in our war plants. They 
were better fed. Those who could always afford 
plenty of food can’t get all the variety of things 
they once spread lavishly on their tables. But they 
are getting enough to eat. 


Clinching Victory With Bread 


We are not suffering, and we are not going to 
suffer. 

Many peoples in Europe are. The European 
situation is spotty, and not all bad. Some agricul- 
tural sections, such as Normandy and Brittany in 
France, are in good shape. So is Denmark which 
is exporting food. But the problem is getting the 
food that is available to the cities. The breakdown 
of transportation is the handicap here. 

This is what makes for a desperate situation in 
Paris, for example, and other large cities. The 
worst spots in Europe are in Paris and Marseilles 
in France; Rotterdam, Amsterdam and the Hague 
in Holland; Belgium, Jugoslavia, Poland. The 
situation is very serious, too, in North Africa. 


Normally a wheat exporting country, it is now 
importing wheat. The situation in Greece, once 
very bad, is improving. Norway is not in as bad 
shape as expected. Reopening of fisheries, which 
would help tremendously, has been delayed by 
mines in northern European waters. 

Where help is needed, it is needed badly. It 
won't take a great deal—if we will spare it.

Gilbert To Manage Again degree of seriousness, the oft- 
repeated report that Larry Gilbert was contemplating retiring from 
his old roie of Southern League manager. 

Now we know it was pure rumor. For Johnny Mihalic has re- 
tired from baseball and the only real man- 
agerial prospect in sight for those Nashville 
Vols is Gilbert himself. Larry has “retired” 
fully as often as has Don Hutson, the Green 
Bay Packer end. We won't believe the latest 
story of Hutson’s retirement until the next Na- 
tional League football campaign is concluded. 

There’s another reason why Gilbert would 
hesitate leaving the field, or bench, and re- 
tiring to the front office. The 1945 season, for 
instance, was a torture for the canny pilot. 

Gilbert had a team that finished as 
low as seventh for the first time since he 
began managing Southern League clubs. 

And that dates back to 1923. For a time it appeared that the 

Vols might even go all the way to the cellar.

MERCER U. ATHLETIC COMMITTEE 


ASKS RESUMPTION OF FOOTBALL 


MACON, Ga., Feb. 14.—A special athletic committee of 
the Mercer University board of trustees adopted recommenda- 
tions here today that Mercer sponsor an “intercollegiate pro- 
gram on a strictly non-subsidization basis and that schedules 
in football be made with those institutions with like ideals.” 

Dr. Spright Dowell, Mercer president, said the recommenda- 
tions will be presented to the board of trustees at an early 
meeting and it is believed the board will follow the com- 


mittee’s suggestions. 

Today’s meeting came on the heels of a gathering here yes- 
terday of smaller colleges who discussed the formation of an 
athletic league to be operated along the lines recommended by 
the Mercer group.. 

Dr. Dowell said it is believed that from four to seven other 
colleges will follow the Mercer lead, thus making a football 
schedule possible. 

If football is resumed, Mercer officials said, it is expected 
that Bobby Hooks would return as head coach and that Billy 
Smith would be back as his top assistant. 

Mercer abandoned football and all other forms of athletics 
in 1942. Coach Hooks, who came here from Valdosta High, 
recently was discharged from the Army.
